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Preface 


This edition of the earliest minute book of the Preparative Meeting of 
the Society of Friends in Leeds, running from 1692 to 1712, is under- 
taken under authority of a minute of Leeds Monthly Meeting of the 
Society of Friends, September 1978. 

Here is, for the first time, a record society publication of a volume of 
minutes from an urban preparative meeting for church government in 
the Society of Friends. It is valuable both for the material it contains and 
for the opportunities which now begin to open up for comparative 
work with other cognate records. It can be set beside the two volumes 
of Minutes of the Bristol Men’s Meeting (Bristol Record Society, 1971, 
1978) covering the period 1667-1704, the two rural Friends’ meeting 
books which have appeared up to now — the Upperside of Buckingham- 
shire Monthly Meeting, 1669-1690 (ed. B. S. Snell. Buckinghamshire 
Archaeological Society: Records Branch, 1937), and Gainsborough 
Monthly Meeting, 1669-1719 (ed. H. W. Brace. Lincoln Record Society, 
3 vols. 1948-51). The contents will be found to cover ground which 
will be known to a wider public through another nonconformist record, 
The church book of Bunyan Meeting, 1650-1821, which was published in 
1928 in facsimile from the manuscript entitled ‘A Booke containing a 
record of the acts of a congregation of Christ in and about Bedford, and 
a brief account of their first gathering’. This has more recently been 
edited for the Bedfordshire Historical Record Society by H. G. Tibbutt, 
and issued as vol. 55 in its series of publications, 1976. 

In the organisation of the Society of Friends the preparative meetings 
stand in the primary position, closest to the members in their daily lives 
and representing them to the monthly meeting covering the district. 
Two aspects have to be recognised. The monthly meeting stood as the 
executive meeting for Friends in the area, but the preparative meeting 
would have large control over its own affairs, particularly when it was 
the sole Friends’ meeting perhaps in a town. The meeting would still be 
in form preparatory to monthly meeting, but a proportion of the 
business would be within its own competence and responsibility. 
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Leeds Meeting regularly appointed representatives to monthly 
meeting, regularly sent up reports for registration of births, burials, and 
the final sanctions for the marriage procedure. The meeting transmitted 
Leeds collections for meeting expenses and for the support of the poor 
(and claimed back its own payments from the common fund), and 
passed on to monthly meeting disciplinary business and dealings with 
the backsliders who proved refractory. Within its own sphere the 
meeting watched over meetings for worship, cared for buildings and 
upkeep of premises, cared for the spiritual and temporal welfare of 
members, looked after the poor, gave preliminary consideration to 
marriages, watched over the behaviour of Friends and those who came 
to be associated with them.

Introduction 


Since Wilfrid Allott’s Leeds Quaker Meeting (Thoresby Society 
Miscellany, vol. 14, pt. 1, 1966) gives an account of the history of the 
meeting which is firmly based in his study of the minute books, there is 
no need here to repeat the information readily available in his work. 

Friends first came to Leeds in 1651, but records of the Leeds Meeting 
and its business for the first forty years of its existence do not survive. 
The keeping of records did not come easily. 

Half a century after the rise of Quakerism, Friends began to show 
interest in collecting material concerning the history of the movement. 
in the 1690s appeared various works on the development of the Society 
of Friends, including the non-Quaker Gerard Croese’s Historia 
Quakeriana and various works by Charles Leslie the non-juror and 
controversialist. Friends were not so forthcoming until a little later. The 
first major history of Quakerism published by Friends was William 
Sewel’s folio volume, first published in Dutch in 1717, and translated by 
himself into English, 1722, but there had been others. John Whiting’s 
Persecution expos’d, in some memoirs, 1715, dated from Wrington in 1696 
but not printed until the later date, deals with Quakerism in the west of 
England; sections in Quaker journals and memoirs give material on the 
history of Friends in the districts where the Friends concerned lived and 
worked; and there is William Penn’s Brief account of the rise and progress 
of the people called Quakers, 1694, which first appeared as a preface to 
George Fox’s Journal. 

Evidence of this interest in the beginnings of the movement is found 
in the Leeds minutes with the Quarterly Meeting’s request for 
information concerning ‘what publick Friends first preached the Gospel 
and settled meetings’. Richard Armistead, William Cowell, Joshua 
Dickenson, and Stephen Elbeck were appointed to investigate (24 Jan 
1705),’ and to report their findings in writing (21 Feb 1705). The 
results of enquiries at this time found their way into returns to London,

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where deliberations at the Second Day Morning Meeting in June 1704 
seem to have sparked off the enquiries in the counties, which were 
transmitted from York and came to Leeds. The accounts which got back 
to London were preserved in manuscript, and finally appeared in print a 
couple of centuries 1ater, edited by Norman Penney as: The First 
Publishers of Truth (Friends’ Historical Society, 1907). 


YORKSHIRE FRIENDS’ MEETINGS 


Friends’ meetings in Yorkshire have been grouped in monthly meetings 
at least from the 1660s. Over the years the number of monthly meetings 
has varied; at present the number within Yorkshire Quarterly Meeting 
is seven (Guisborough and Richmond monthly meetings being now in 
Durham Quarterly Meeting). 

The following names of Yorkshire meetings are transcribed from a 
list drawn up in March 1669 now in the Quarterly Meeting archives at 
Clifford Street Meeting House, York, and printed in the Journal of the 
Friends’ Historical Society, vol. 2, 1905. The list includes names of leading 
Friends in each meeting, but these have been omitted here. 

Divided first into Ridings and then into monthly meetings, the list 
gives names of meetings and of the ‘Townes belonging Meetings’ (in 


brackets).

Over the years the picture changed somewhat. A similar list of 
Yorkshire meetings was received at Brighouse Monthly Meeting from 
York on 24 Nov 1710. It is entered into the Brighouse minute book 
(Q2, pages 168-71) and gives the following information for Brighouse 
Monthly Meeting in that year: 


6 Particular Meetings: Leeds, Bradford, Brighouse, Hallifax, Mankin- 
holes, Guildersome 
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Monthly Meeting days: Last 6th day in the month, except that before 
the Yearly Meeting at Yorke [held in June], then on 2d day at 
Leeds 

Week dayes meetings: 4th Day Bradford, Hallifax 4th, Leeds 4th & 
an Evening meeting on the 6th, Mankinholes 5th, & Guildersome 
5th. 


MEETINGS FOR WORSHIP 


The pattern of meetings for worship had become established long before 
the minute book opens and nowhere does there appear to be any formal 
statement of times and places. Causes of absence from meeting were 
enquired into as part of the usual enquiries after backsliders. Friends 
were appointed to speak to Ann Wilkinson ‘to know her reasons’ for 
not attending, and she was found to be lame and in need of relief 
(29 July 1696). 

Friends were dealt with for sleeping during meetings, and once the 
matter is mentioned in the minutes: ‘divers friends giving way to sleape 
in the said Meetings’, two Friends were appointed ‘to speake to such 
friends in order to bring them of[f] the said practices’ (28 July 1703). 
Weekday meetings on Wednesdays and Fridays are recorded. In 1704 it 
was proposed that the Wednesday meeting should begin at 10 o’clock 
(22 Nov 1704), but the following month it was agreed ‘that for the 
future the Fourth-day-Meetings gather betwixt the 10th & 11th hours 
in the Morning’, relaxing the rule a little (20 Dec 1704). 

Evening meetings on Sundays were appointed to circulate between 
three separate Friends’ houses in Leeds (23 Aug 1699), and Friends of 
Armley, Farnley and Wortley were given liberty to appoint an evening 
meeting for their own neighbourhoods. In November 1700 an evening 
meeting was authorised to be held at the home of Aaron Atkinson. 

Securing good and timely attendance at meetings exercised Friends’ 
minds at various times, and the 10 o’clock arrangement in 1704 may 
have been the result of an attempt to achieve the desired end. In the 
1690s weekday meetings seem to have met in early afternoon, 1 p.m. ‘as 
near as possible’ is mentioned in September 1697. In 1712 the overseers 
were to speak to any friends that ‘make a practice of comeing late’ 
(16 Jan 1712). 

Preparative meetings were reported to be restricted for want of time 
to complete their business, and they were ordered henceforth to meet at 
noon in summer, at 11 a.m. in winter (26 Feb 1701) on the Wednesdays 
when they met. This was quite apart from the natural difficulty in 
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securing attendance by people who might be thought to need 
admonition for misdemeanour, or who felt they could ill afford time off 
daily work to attend to the business of the meeting. 

A meeting was allowed at Leeds Meeting House, to satisfy ‘some 
ould & weake people aboute Leeds’, on the day when ‘the Meeting is at 
Morley’ (28 Jan 1702). This arrangement was confirmed expressly when 
Friends in Leeds were allowed to have a meeting ‘on the 6th days at 
even’ (27 March 1706). 

Meetings in the villages on the outskirts of Leeds are not well 
recorded generally. A ‘Generall Meeting at Farnley’ was mooted in 
1700. Two years later the meeting normally held at Morley was to be 
held at Leeds rather than at William Benson’s at Morley, since he was 
under a cloud for driving away with his own cows one that was not his 
(24 Feb 1702). 

The growth and establishment of the Gildersome meeting can be 
followed, beginning when Gildersome Friends asked to hold a 
weekday meeting ‘this winter, on the 5th day, once or twice in the 
month’ (24 Oct 1705). The application was approved and a meeting was 
agreed, twice a month ‘to be held at Gildersom Town’, to miss the 
preparative meeting week, and to gather between 10 and 11 in the 
forenoon. ‘Friends of that Side to be diligent in attending the said 
Meeting at Gildersom,’ and to continue to attend the weekday meeting 
at Leeds ‘when the Meeting is not with them’. The arrangements were 
considered again at the end of the winter, and were ‘continued for this 
Summer’ (27 March 1706). Two years later Gildersome Friends received 
consent from Leeds, confirmed by monthly meeting, to hold a meeting 
‘on every first, & third, first-days in every month, at Gildersome Town, 
& not elsewhere’. On other days Friends were to attend Leeds meeting 
as before (28 Jan, 25 Feb 1708). 

In the spring of 1709 ‘Friends at Gildersome &c. had thoughts of 
building a meeting house at their owne proper charge’ (27 April 1709). 
Next winter Leeds meeting agreed that ‘Gildersom have three first-day- 
meetings in the month when there falls 5 first-days in a month, & that 
they may have a week-day-meeting every week, excepting that in which 
our preparative-meeting is kept’ (25 Jan 1710). A month later ‘Friends 
about Gildersome &c. desire to be a meeting of themselves’ (22 Feb 
1710). The following month Leeds meeting allowed Gildersome to ask 
monthly meeting for approval, ‘desiring that they may wait purely 
upon the Lord for his Divine assistance . . . to lead into the due 
frequenting of their meetings both first days & other days, as week-days 
&c. & that in due time; and to be zealous in dealing with disorderly 
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persons, and encouraging such as fear the Lord, & what other things 
may be for the honour of God; that they may be a people to the praise of 
the Blessed Truth wee make profession of’ (29 March 1710). 


MEETING PROPERTY 


The first property belonging to Friends mentioned in the minutes is the 
burial ground in Meadow Lane purchased from John Cummin in 1672 
for £64. Burials recorded in the thirty-four years to 1706 number 209. 
In 1695 the minutes give a list of subscribers towards the costs of 
walling the burial ground, and there are also notes of repairs to the wall 
of a burial ground at Morley. The relative affluence of members of the 
meeting may be indicated by the amounts subscribed in 1695: Robert 
Arthington gave £1, William Jackson, Benjamin Horner and Richard 
Armistead gave 10s. each, no one else gave more than 6s. 

Burials were restricted to those of Friends in good standing. A 
minute of 28 Sept 1698 directed that the burial of those disowned, and 
not received back through repentance, was not to be allowed in Friends’ 
burial place. It may be noted that burials in Friends’ burial grounds are 
still subject to order made on behalf of the monthly meeting. 

Meeting house property is mentioned in the Quarter Sessions 
certificate of 12 July 1699 (entered in the minutes at 26 July) recording 
and permitting the use by Friends of a new meeting house, and of the 
houses of Richard Armistead, Benjamin Horner and William Pycock in 
Leeds, and of Joshua North in Wortley. In the 1690s Friends were 
meeting in Boar Lane and repairs are noticed in 1692, 1695 (moss for 
roofing), 27 April and 27 July 1698 (a collection of £1 17s. 9d. and its 
disposal). 

The new meeting house in Water Lane mentioned in the Quarter 
Sessions certificate was first used on 24 Sept 1699, before it was finished. 
Money was borrowed at interest to pay the wages of men working on 
the house (20 Dec 1699), and a subscription towards the new building 
(1 March 1700) shows over sixty subscribers and a sum of £142 raised. 
In 1708 Benjamin Horner was asked to get some repairs done and the 
house whitened (28 April 1708). The regular cleaning seems to have 
been paid for at the rate of 5s. for a half year (28 May 1701), and the 
meeting house accounts were dealt with at the annual audit in the early 
part of each year (28 April 1703, for instance). 

Proposals for building a stable at the meeting house to accommodate 
Friends’ horses were made as early as February 1704. Planning was put 
in hand in 1706 and the cost was estimated at £30 (20 Feb, 27 March

1706). Final agreement on building was reached in 1709. Nine Leeds 
Friends were appointed to oversee the work. Costs were estimated at 
£30, it was agreed ‘to set it on or near the east-end of the meeting 
house’, and a subscription was ordered (27 April, 25 May, 22 June 
1709). Accounts amounting to £53 18s. 2d. were brought in in the next 
two years (22 Feb 1710, 29 Aug 1711) and £12 3s. 7d. was accepted for 
the estimates for ‘the stable chambering’ (25 July, 29 Aug 1711). Miles 
Walker offered to give 20s. per annum for the stable chamber when it 
was finished, and in that room above the stable he seems to have taught 
school for the next decade (25 April 1711). The rent Miles Walker paid 
went to help support poor Friends. The chimneyed building adjacent to 
the meeting house appears to be shown, just south of the river, on John 
Cossins’ ‘New and exact plan of the town of Leedes’ of about 1725. 

Properties for the meeting were held in trusteeship, and this was 
largely a monthly meeting responsibility, but there is a single minute 
noting that Robert Arthington was wishful of giving up to younger 
Friends his position as trustee for the burying places at Leeds and Morley 
and the meeting house (21 Dec 1698). 

The duties of caretaker, doorkeeper and gravedigger might be 
combined or distributed variously according to circumstances. In the 
1690s Bryan Sheafield lived on the premises, but later arrangements are 
not clear. The doorkeeper was appointed to be at the meeting house 
door ‘to keep out Rude boys & to keep in boys & girls’ (22 Dec 1697, 
26 Jan 1698). Two years later Thomas Pawson was appointed ‘to dress 
the Meeting house & looke to the doores’ (26 Dec 1699) soon after the 
new meeting house was opened. Thomas Pawson continued to serve (as 
gravedigger and doorkeeper) until 1706, when he, ‘alledging his 
unfitness by old age & weakness’ (23 Jan 1706), was replaced by Robert 
Lambert. A new doorkeeper was appointed at 2s. a quarter in December 
L707, 

The new meeting house of 1699 provided space for a school before 
Miles Walker took over the stable chamber in 1711. He had been 
offered the use of the meeting house to teach in in October 1703, but it 
is not clear whether the offer was taken up at that time. However, two 
Friends were appointed to assist William Munce (23 Jan 1706) who had 
‘this day laid before us his intentions of setting up a School in Leeds’. 


PRINTED BOOKS 

Early Friends used the printed word effectively to help the spread of 
their message and, although the flood of edifying and controversial 
material had subsided by the end of the century, Friends were still alive 
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to the value of the Press in spreading their views and consolidating the 
Society of Friends. Consideration was given to the spread of Friends’ 
books by providing a library in the meeting and in sales to members. 

Publication by subscription was a method which Friends adopted, and 
continued to use throughout the eighteenth century. Friends’ books 
involving expense at the printers would be advertised to meetings in 
advance to secure subscriptions. In February 1704 Leeds Friends put 
their names down for seven copies of George Fox’s collected doctrinal 
books published in the folio volume entitled Gospel-truth demonstrated in 
1706. The money was sent to Monthly Meeting (18 Sept 1706). Nine- 
teen names were put down for the second edition of George Fox’s 
Journal published in two volumes, octavo, 1709 (22 June 1709). 

Books coming to monthly meeting were paid for by 15s. placed in the 
hands of Benjamin Horner (28 July 1697). These books were probably 
the ones added to the meeting house library, of which a catalogue was 
envisaged at this time, when William Readshaw and John Arthington 
were asked to ‘take account of the number & title of all the books kept 
in the Meeting house’ (25 Aug 1703). 

With the exception of Isabel Wails, who is on record for her 
pamphlet Warning to the Inhabitants of Leeds, 1685, Leeds Friends do not 
appear to have written books or pamphlets printed on behalf of the 
Society at this period. Seven Friends were asked to ‘peruse a paper writt 
by Wm. Readshaw’ (29 May 1700), but there is no evidence to show 


what this was or that it was ever printed. 


MEETINGS FOR CHURCH BUSINESS 


The central series of administrative records in any meeting is normally 
the run of minute books of the men’s monthly meeting. The series may 
date back in unbroken succession to a date in the later 1660s when 
George Fox was engaged in his work of regularising the meetings for 
business in the Society all over the country. The discipline exercised over 
members was generally the responsibility of the executive monthly 
meetings: advising on conduct, visiting and admonishing where things 
were found amiss; caring for the poor, for widows and orphans; 
reclaiming backsliders; recording testimonies of repentance, or 
disowning the recalcitrant; settling disputes between members; 
responding to requests from Quarterly Meeting; recording sufferings; 
looking to burials and marriages, and registering births. 

Minute books of the preparative or particular meetings often do not 
begin until much later — the last decade of the century, as at Leeds, or

sometime in the eighteenth century. Leeds minute books are preserved 
in complete sequence up to date, save for a dozen years in the middle of 
last century where the record resides in a rough minute book. The 
Women’s meeting books date from 1700 only. 

Terminology used is not always exact. For instance, the term 
‘monthly meeting’ is sometimes used when clearly the Leeds Preparative 
Meeting is intended, and likewise the phraseology ‘Friends belonging 
Leeds Meetting, at their Monthly or preparitive meetting’ (28 April 
1697) makes for confusion. 

Brighouse monthly meetings were held at regular places each month 
of the year for many years together, and the rota agreed in 1696 with 
the later amendments and new rotas are entered in the book. The places 
of meeting ranged from Leeds westward to Brighouse, Halifax, 
Liversedge, and Mankinholes. The rota of two representatives each 
month was not always strictly adhered to, but it was periodically revised 
when death or incapacity required changes to be made. 

Appointments of two Friends to go to monthly meeting begin to be 
recorded in September 1695. Regular appointments were made from 
that time on, except when the meeting was at Leeds and there was ‘no 
occasion for any to be appointed to attend it’ (June 1699 for instance). 
In order that the representatives would be able to report to monthly 
meeting on the business, it was directed that either or both of them 
should be present at the preparative meeting immediately before and the 
one next after the monthly meeting (24 Aug 1698). 

In 1702 the meeting was considering proposals that monthly meetings 
should be settled at public meeting houses, rather than at Friends’ 
private houses (22 April, 27 May 1702). This course was possible now 
there were more meeting houses, but some months the meetings still 
met at William Hollings’s at Wade House in Shelf, and at Joshua 
Laycock’s at Skircoat, Halifax in the 1710s. 

The size of the monthly meeting and the difficult travelling 
conditions which faced Friends in winter led to the division of the 
meeting during the winter months during the greater part of the 
eighteenth century. In March 1702 monthly meeting ordered that the 
meetings in the depth of winter should be divided, if Mankinholes 
Friends could not agree to meetings being at Halifax and Bradford rather 
than at Robert Cowling’s at Northowram. In 1705 Halifax Friends 
were proposing a permanent division of the monthly meeting, and 
Leeds Friends approved the formation of Halifax, Rushworth and 
Mankinholes into one monthly meeting, and Leeds, Brighouse and 


Bradford into another (25 Apr 1705). Leeds thought ‘if it could be done 
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with a generall unity it might tend to the bringing up of the weake & 
such as are not of ability to go so farr’ to monthly meetings. 

About this time Mankinholes expressed a wish to join Marsden 
Monthly Meeting, ‘if friends with a full agreement believe it to be more 
for Truth’s honour & the ease of friends’ (7 March 1705). Leeds Friends 
said they would accept the general decision of the monthly meeting. The 
conclusion was against the proposal to transfer (25 April 1705). It may 
be noted that a Yearly Meeting minute of 1715 ‘Agreed that no 
Monthly Meeting shall be allowed to divide itself into two separate 
Monthly Meetings . . . without the consent or concurrence of the 
Quarterly Meeting.’ 

Quarterly Meeting was held regularly at York, and there is a minute 
of Quarterly Meeting of 21 March 1694 dealing with the arrangements 
for holding the meeting about assize time, which is entered in the book 
after the minutes of 25 Feb 1702. The accommodation at York was a 
concern for the whole county, and when a proposal was made ‘relating 
to the building a new Meeting-house at Yorke’, Leeds meeting was 
willing to help ‘provided that it can be builded in a commodious place 
of the city’ (20 Nov 1711). 

These meetings at York were attended by representatives who could 
convey to the Friends assembled their understanding of the sense of 
Friends in each constituent meeting on points at issue. With the group 
also met any other Friend in good standing who might wish to attend 
and to participate in the deliberations. As George Fox expressed it 
(Epistle no. 264, Anno 1669; in A collection of many select and Christian 
epistles, 1698, p. 290): 

Now concerning them that do go to the Quarterly Meeting, they 
must be substantial Friends, that can give a Testimony of your 
Sufferings, and how things are amongst you in every particular 
Meeting. So that none that are raw or weak, that are not able to give 
a Testimony of the Affairs of the Church and Truth, may go .. . for 
the Quarterly Meeting should be made up of weighty, seasoned and 
substantial Friends, that understands the Business of the Church; for 
no unruly and unseasoned Persons should come there, nor indeed into 
the Monthly Meetings, but who are single-hearted, seasoned and 
honest. 


From the 1670s regular London annual meetings — London Yearly 
Meeting — with the Meeting for Sufferings able to act as a standing 
committee to act rapidly as required, completed the basic structure of 
the business meetings of the Society. 
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Beginning in 1682, Yearly Meeting asked to know each year 

what ministering Friends had died, 

what Friends had died prisoners, 

how Truth prospered. 
The Queries to be answered at Yearly Meeting, as they stood twenty 
years later, are found written in the minutes of September 1701, and 
their development may be studied further in an article by Richard E. 
Stagg on ‘Friends’ Queries and General Advices’ (Jnl. F.H.S., 49 (1961), 
209-35). The scope of the Queries changed and was extended as time 
went on. Quarterly meetings enquired of local meetings about the 
health and activity of the body of Friends — growth in membership, 
consistency of behaviour, establishment of new meetings, and other 
matters. 

Epistles and minutes from Yearly Meeting contain references which 
helped over the years to direct Friends’ thought and conduct. This was a 
process which worked in two ways; to London in the way of 
suggestions, complaints, and information about action taken to remedy 
disharmonies; from London, with the benefit of general approval, as 
directions for action in quarterly and monthly meetings throughout the 
country. After the period covered by this minute book, these minutes 
were put in order and issued in manuscript volumes to quarterly 
meetings. In 1783 the Book of Extracts was printed, subject headings 
appearing in alphabetical order (Affirmation, Appeals, Arbitration, 
etc.), the first in the line leading to Friends’ modern books of discipline 
and church government. 


OVERSIGHT OF MEMBERS 


In the meeting, two or more sagacious Friends were appointed to look 
particularly after the good behaviour and welfare of the members. This 
work could be onerous. Richard Armistead and William Cowell had 
served as overseers since 1697 (Brighouse M.M. Q1, 79), and five years 
later they asked for assistance ‘that they may visset friends from house to 
house’, and three more Friends (Joshua Barber, Joshua North and 
Benjamin Horner) were assigned to that service (29 July 1702). At next 
preparative meeting John Smith complained about William Cowell and 
Richard Armistead’s ‘discorsing with him’. This may well indicate 
hostility to the detailed enquiries into conduct and personal way of life 
which were involved in the house to house visits. Weight is added to 
this interpretation by the minute of 25 Nov 1702 which vindicated the 
overseers, but ended by observing ‘if Wm. & Richard hapned in aney 
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respect to be to[o] hott (as Jno. saith), wee desire that in all such 
concernes they may labour to keepe in the wisdom of god & spirit of 
meekeness’. 

The overseers’ work proved heavy. In June 1705 Friends considered 
‘the weighty service that lyeth upon Wm. Cowell & Richard 
Armistead, the Meeting being so large’, and decided to appoint others 
to assist them, ‘& whether it may be expedient that the persons made 
choice of to be added as aforesaid be changed every quarter’. Four 
Friends were chosen for the ensuing quarter (25 July 1705). There is a 
minute appointing three others some years later (28 March 1711). 

One of the duties of the overseers was to attend the monthly meeting 
preceding Quarterly Meeting so that they could report there on the state 
of the Leeds meeting (26 Feb 1701). 

Concern for the good conduct of the meeting and of its members is 
reflected in the development of the duties of designated elders in the 
local meetings, as distinct from the ministers — those Friends with a 
‘public testimony’ who preached the Gospel in the meetings for 
worship. Quaker ministers felt themselves called at times to go to visit 
meetings in distant parts, so more stay-at-home leaders were called for 
to counsel and advise Friends on a permanent basis. These Friends 
‘without a public testimony’ who did not preach, had their place in 
disciplinary affairs and were recognised to attend the appointed meetings 
of ministers and elders as these began to be established. 

The regular appointment of elders seems not to have been a generally 
recognised proceeding until Yearly Meeting in 1727, but Leeds evidence 
shows that their position was established a generation earlier. William 
Cowell and Joshua North were ordered to attend the Meeting of Public 
Friends (17 June 1702). The meetings in which the elders and ministers 
considered the welfare of the whole body of Friends had great influence 
in the Society. From these meetings might emanate advice, orders and 
directions which would draw attention to certain aspects of discipline, 
and which helped to guide Friends along certain paths and not along 
others. 


THE MINISTRY 


It is not in the nature of minute books to reveal the nature of the 
messages which the ministers delivered and Friends received when they 
were met together for worship, but we may be sure that, in a formative 
period, the visits of the travelling ministers helped to bind the Society of 
Friends together. Leeds expenses for Friends’ horses in fodder and 
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stabling were met by the meeting (29 Aug 1694, 23 April 1701 for 
instance). 

Care was taken that Friends travelling as ministers should be duly 
accredited to meetings in districts where they planned to visit by letters 
or certificates from their home meetings. Local Friends Aaron Atkinson 
and Joshua Barber and Eleanor Walker from time to time acquainted the 
meeting of their desire to visit Friends in various parts of England, and 
once (22 Dec 1708) Aaron and Joshua laid before the meeting their 
concern to visit Friends’ meetings in the nation of Ireland. They were 
set free to lay the concern before the Monthly Meeting in order to 
receive a certificate (see 26 Jan, 21 June 1704, 7 March 1705, 18 Sept 
1706, 26 April 1710). 

Leeds Friends were appointed to act in twos as guides to accompany 
travelling Friends on their journeys to the next meeting on their 
itinerary. The matter had been discussed at preparative meeting in 
February 1697 and lists entered in the minute book show that the rota 
to serve in the capacity of guide was revised at various times. A Guides’ 
Fund, to meet expenses, was maintained in the meeting until nearly the 
end of the nineteenth century. 


MEMBERSHIP 


Membership was not made formal at this period. It was achieved by 
joining the body of Friends and sharing in belief in its principles, by 
birth in a Friend family where the parents were members of a meeting, 
or by transfer of membership due to removal of abode to the ambit of a 
different meeting. Membership could be lost by dissociation, or by the 
issue of a testimony of disownment by the monthly meeting. 

A Friend was recognised by his behaviour. Early in 1701 Leeds 
meeting was making enquiries about William Wilson and John Barker 
who had failed to report concerning their clearness from payment of 
tithes (29 Jan 1701). William Wilson was found to be clear, but John 
Barker and his wife were unsound (26 Feb 1701), but on appearance at 
the following preparative meeting he proved more amenable and ‘desires 
to be a member of this Meeting’ (26 March 1701). On the other hand, 
Thomas Swails of Holbeck, a poor man, had ‘too little of the Image of 
Truth born up in him’ (29 Jan 1701). 

Friends who removed permanently would be assured of acceptance in 
their new meeting when they produced a certificate attesting that they 
were members in good standing. Removals into the district were 
likewise acknowledged. 
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The Rules for Settlement drawn up by Yearly Meeting in the 1730s 
set down the practice clearly: 


That all friends shall be deemed members of the quarterly, 
monthly, or two-weeks meeting, within the compass of which 
they inhabited or dwelt, the first day of the fourth month 1737, 
except such who are settled pensioners to, or have within one year 
last past been relieved by, any other meeting. 

Single men and women servants serving one year honestly in one 
family at bed and board, or board wages, after such year’s service, 
shall belong to the monthly meeting in the compass of which they so 
serve. 

Apprentices shall gain a settlement in the meeting, within the 
compass of which their masters or mistresses dwell. 

The wife and children to be deemed members of the monthly 
meeting of which the husband or father is a member, not only during 
his life, but likewise after his decease, until they shall gain another 
settlement elsewhere. 


Membership could be acquired by presenting a certificate of removal 
from another meeting. A request from Irish Friends for a removal 
certificate for the Thackery family (21 Feb 1700; letter dated 3 Feb) 
was replied to in a letter which shows that unity with Friends, right 
behaviour, and attendance at meetings were all elements in a person’s 
right to acceptance as a Friend (27 March 1700). The lack of a certificate 
on removal could prove frustrating (see the case of Sarah Hartley, 
Dublin, 30 June 1695). From Ireland again, Leinster Province Meeting 
assembled at Moate, 1 June 1700, complained that the conduct of some 
Friends did not answer the favourable reports of their behaviour which 
their removal certificates gave. 

Monthly meeting directed that no master of a family was to remove 
without a certificate (26 Feb 1701). The case of William Booth of 
Gildersome is obscure: he was granted a removal certificate to Wake- 
field (22 June 1698), but it was rejected by that meeting as unsatisfactory 
(27 July 1698), and monthly meeting wrote to William asking him to 
be content to settle down where he was (24 Aug 1698). 

Removal certificates from Leeds were requested for William 
Gristwick (27 Aug, 18 Dec 1700), Miles Walker (23 July, 27 Aug, 
24 Dec 1701), Jonas Wood (24 Dec 1701), Esther Thompson (to 
London, 26 Aug 1702), Priscilla Fearnley (to Chesterfield, 15 Sept 
1703), Robert Hodgson (to Knaresborough Monthly Meeting, 23 Feb 
1704), Joseph Lupton of Oulton stuff weaver (to London, 25 Dec 
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1706), Mary Stoney (‘who was servant with Benja. Horner’, 29 Jan 
1707), Jonathan Harrison (21 May 1707), Anne Thompson ‘removing 
to Norfolk to a service’ (25 Aug 1708), Joseph Mosley ‘hath thoughts of 
removing to Pontfract’ (16 March 1709), Joshua Siddall ‘desires to settle 
as a servant with Gilbert Heathcoat’ (25 Oct 1710), and Mary Cowell 
who was going to London ‘in order to be servant in a friends family’ (23 
May 1711). Removals to set up trade are particularly noticed in the cases 
of Thomas Fearnley, who was setting up in trade within Brighouse 
meeting, ‘a short certificate was sent with him to the said meeting’ 
(18 Sept 1706); Robert Lambert was planning to set up as flax dresser at 
Selby (27 Oct 1708), Joseph Ambler to set up school at Selby (24 Nov 
1708), and Isaac Peart planning to set up in the distilling trade at York 
(27 April 1709) — these three were directed to obtain certificates from 
Monthly Meeting. 

Removals into the Meeting are fewer. Andrew Abbot was enquired 
of for a certificate (17 June, 29 July, 26 Aug 1702). Benjamin Thackeray 
returned from Ireland and brought a certificate which was read and 
ordered to be taken to Monthly Meeting (23 Aug 1704). Joseph Mosley 
from High Flatts meeting, servant to Henry Thompson, brought a 
certificate (26 Nov 1707). Friends wrote to London for a certificate for 
Elizabeth Bland (14 Sept 1709), and this was received from Barking 
Monthly Meeting (25 Jan 1710). William Hall presented a certificate (13 
June, 12 Sept 1711) as also did Henry Tate who was ‘desired to present 
it to the Month Meeting’ (25 July 1711). 


REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND BURIALS 


Having denied the validity of the rites of the established church, Friends 
evolved their own system of government with safeguards against abuse 
of the new-found freedom. Marriages were accomplished with 
declarations by both parties in a meeting for worship, but before the 
meeting for worship could be called for that purpose, the consent of the 
meetings for discipline was necessary. Friends from away had to produce 
certificates from their home meetings signifying that they were clear 
from all others in relation to marriage. Consent of parents had to be 
obtained and certified. Registration of the proceedings was effected in 
the monthly meeting. 

Particulars of births, marriages and burials were reported at the 
preparative meeting next following the event (24 Jan 1700). In 1701 the 
regular item ‘Births, burialls & marrages calld’ is noted in the business 
(26 March 1701) and the information was transmitted to monthly 
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meeting. The Leeds register would seem to have been kept by the 
registrar at his home until 1708, when the preparative meeting agreed 
that the register book should be kept in the meeting house. John 
Arthington was asked to bring the book in (25 Feb, 24 March 1708). 

The first register book (now P.R.O. RG6/1276) was at one time in 
the keeping of John Cowell. 


MARRIAGE DISCIPLINE 


Marriage procedure is described in a detailed letter from Lancaster 
Quarterly Meeting dated January 1700, which was copied into the 
minutes in September 1701. The man proposing marriage was directed 
to publish his intentions first at the women’s preparative meeting and 
then at the men’s meeting (27 Aug 1701). Acting on this principle, the 
meeting referred Benjamin Ledgard first to York Monthly Meeting 
when he came to propose his intentions of marriage with Susanna 
Morley of York (27 May 1702). 

On presenting marriage intentions, consent of parents was noted. 
John Cowell proposing to marry Rebecca Turner ‘had consent of his & 
her parents before he made any procedure with the said Rebecka his 
Friend’ (28 July 1708). On occasion, perhaps if she could not 
conveniently attend the meeting, the consent of the woman would be 
given in writing (15 Sept 1708). 

When John North declared his intention of marriage with Sarah 
Jackson junior, a paper expressing dissatisfaction was read from old 
Sarah Jackson. Eight Friends were appointed to speak to Sarah senior. 
Next meeting they reported that she desired that Friends would allow 
the marriage of her daughter to John North. The cause of her dissatisfac- 
tion is revealed by the record: ‘John acknowledging to friends that he 
had done amiss in not having the consent of the mother before he gott 
the affections of the daughter, which he desireth may not be exemplary’ 
(24 Nov, 22 Dec 1708). Similar difficulties faced John Lee and Sarah 
Maskew, for Friends were concerned when they found ‘that he spake to 
her in relation to marriage before he had the consent of relations or came 
among Friends’ (24 Aug 1709). Likewise Thomas Gummersall was dealt 
with when he came to preparative meeting with his intention to marry 
Mary Pycock, Friends ‘finding that he had not proceeded so orderly in 
this affair as is advised by friends in generall’ (25 April 1711). 

In any second marriage the rights or expectations of a child by a 
former marriage would be looked after. When widower William 
Jackson of Gildersome proposed his intentions of marriage with Sarah 
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North, the meeting appointed two Friends to see that something was 
settled ‘according to the order of Friends’ on his child by his former 
wife (14 Sept 1709). 

When the marriage proposals were approved by the meeting the 
parties were liberated to present the proposals to the monthly meeting 
which had authority to allow the marriage to proceed. The preparative 
meeting’s concern was thus preliminary and subject to wider authority. 
It took some initiative in inquiring into a proposed marriage between 
Robert Arthington and Mary Barlow ‘depending so long’. The matter 
was finally settled when Robert Arthington gave in a paper putting an 
end to the proposals (29 Oct, 26 Nov, 24 Dec 1701). It would seem that 
in this, as in other detailed concerns, the monthly meeting had been the 
moving force, for the paper was ordered to be sent there. 

The marriage proposals of Robert Arthington junior and a 
kinswoman were turned down (23 July 1707). The case of Sarah 
Langstaff, who was pregnant at the time of her marriage was dealt with 
by women Friends (12 Dec 1711). The women likewise took on the case 
of dealing with Isabel Fearnley, who was ‘keeping company with a 
loose man’ (23 Feb, 28 March 1704). A similar case was that of Martha 
Sykes, ‘keeping company in relacion to marriage with one not of our 
society’ and ‘still remaining obstinate’ after being dealt with. She was 
asked to appear at preparative meeting but refused to do so (29 Jan, 
26 Feb 1707). A testimony against her was ordered, but was not 
proceeded with when she told Friends ‘that she did resolve not to 
meddle any further with the man’ (23 April, 21 May 1707). However, 
the matter came up again (17 Sept 1707) and she was disowned in an 
elaborate minute (19 Dec 1707). 

Marriages out of unity usually ended with the disownment of the 
party who had been a Friend. William Atkinson ‘concern’d himself, in 
relation to marriage, with a young woman not of our Society . . . he 
promiseth that he will delay the marriage, to see that if by continuance 
of time he can break it off’ (17 Sept 1707). This did not work and next 
month Friends were told that he intended to marry her, so he was 
disowned (29 Oct, 28 Nov 1707). Rachel Gott, daughter of John, 
married out of unity by the priest. John Gott was advised ‘to be more 
carefull & concern’d for the preservation of his daughter and his other 
children from too much society with the worlds people’, and he 
admitted that it was ‘a great trouble to him that his daughter hath so 
behaved herself’ (21 Dec 1709, 25 Jan, 22 Feb, 29 March, 26 April 
1710). 

Marriage by the priest was a frequent cause of trouble to the Meeting. 
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Perhaps a church wedding was chosen because fewer questions were 
asked. Sometimes the woman was already with child (25 Aug 1697, 25 
Jan, 22 Feb 1710 for instance). Benjamin Clough was disowned for his 
marriage by the priest so shortly after the death of his former wife as to 
be ‘without a true regard to decency & moderation’ (9 June, 25 July 
1708). There is one note of a paper of condemnation for a marriage in 
church being sent to the priest of Rothwell (21 Dec 1698). 

One case of bastardy came before the meeting when Emanuel 
Lapage’s servant fathered a child on her master (23 Jan 1706). Emanuel 
did not come to answer at preparative meeting and he was disowned by 
monthly meeting, but a certificate and paper of contrition from him are 


entered in the minute book (29 March 1706). 


FINANCE 


Money was collected and sent to monthly meeting about three or four 
times a year for that meeting to distribute in poor relief. The usual 
phrase reads ‘for the use of the poor’, although a proportion of the 
collections are not so designated and probably include money to defray 
other monthly meeting expenses. It would seem that the collection was 
usually made at meeting on Sunday (see 27 Nov 1700). One large 
collection (double the usual) was sent to monthly meeting for the use of 
Thomas Thompson, he having sustained a loss by fire (21 June 1704, £4 
8s.). Another special collection of £2 3s. 6d. towards the purchase of a 
meeting house at York was sent to monthly meeting in November 
1696. About every eighteen months a collection was sent up for the 
Quarterly Meeting (21 June 1696, 22 Dec 1697 and so on). One of these 
collections was large (£3 12s.) in response to Yearly Meeting’s request, 
and there are records of two later collections for the National Stock 
(25 Nov 1702, 14 Sept 1709). 

Accounts were audited annually. Benjamin Horner was treasurer 
when the meeting did the auditing (29 Aug 1694) and his name appears 
down the years, sometimes coupled with that of Robert Arthington, or 
Miles Walker (for the stable, 21 Feb 1711). From 1697 onwards the 
audit was usually done by a number (eleven, nine ‘or any 5 of them’, six 
‘& as many others as is willing’) of Friends appointed for the task. A 
month later the report would come in and a collection would be ordered 
to reimburse the treasurer (for instance 24 May, 18 June 1699). In these 
cases it was usually Robert Arthington who was ‘ordered to word the 
same to the meeting the next first-day’ (12 June 1706). The ‘Trible 
Collection’ ordered in 1703 brought in a total of £6 17s. (28 April, 
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28 July 1703) which enabled the debt to Benjamin Horner to be paid. 
He had been owed a like sum in March 1701 for stabling charges for 
travelling Friends’ horses, and there was another “Trible Collection’ in 
1706 when there was the added expense for walling at Morley burial 
ground (25 April 1705). 


POOR’ RELIEF 


The funds collected for the poor were taken to monthly meeting by the 
representatives, who would there give account of payments to the poor 
in Leeds meeting and have expenses on their account repaid. For 
instance, 25 Aug 1697, £1 12s. was remitted, and monthly meeting 
were informed ‘we are out of purse 13s. 6d.’ In the early part of 1701 
the manner of poor relief came up for discussion, with the matter of 
Women’s collections being referred to monthly meeting for advice. The 
difficulty at that time was probably that the women’s load in relieving 
their poor was heavier than they could well bear. It was proposed that 
they should be able to share in the general collections then managed by 
the men Friends (26 March 1701). This seems to have been agreed, for 
after this time payments sometimes came from monthly meeting ear- 
marked ‘for the women’. 

Poverty was relieved with discretion. The situation of Thomas Swails 
was examined; Friends believed his poverty was ‘not occasioned 
through wastfull & lavish carriage, & therefore more fitt to be helped’ 
(26 May 1697). William Readshaw and Robert Arthington were 
appointed to consider who should be the poor Friends to receive the gift 
of £1 from Thomas Bond of Bradford (29 July 1702). Friends directed 
that a poor Friend asking for relief should first settle with his creditors 
(26 May 1693). Six months later he had not taken Friends’ advice, and 
so he ‘shall not be owned as a Friend’ worthy of support, although he 
was given 5s. out of charity (27 Oct 1693). It is clear that Friends’ 
sug gestions were not always followed. In one case the meeting advised 
that a daughter should be put out as an apprentice, ‘she seeming to be a 
charge’ to her family (24 Feb 1697). This the girl proved unwilling to 
do (24 March 1697), and the father was blamed as not having ‘walked as 
a good example before his child’. 

The care of the aged poor was the responsibility of the family in the 
first place, and the efforts made with Alexander Hopwood of Tadcaster 
show what could happen. In July 1704 he was spoken to to bear his 
share ‘relating to the care of his mother’, and an arrangement was made 
for 2s. a week to be paid (23 Aug 1704). This did not work satis- 
factorily, so he was to be written to again ‘& if he give not satisfaction’

then York Monthly Meeting was to be approached (25 Oct 1704). Next 
month Friends reported having spoken to him without result, so the 
monthly meeting was to be told (22 Nov 1704). 

Regular relief for poor Friends needed to be authorised by the 
monthly meeting, but that meeting would rely very much upon the 
report given by Leeds Friends as to what action was appropriate. 
Assistance in the form of subsidy towards rent was not uncommon 
(2 Nov 1698, 26 April 1699, 25 April 1705 and claimed from monthly 
meeting). Tabitha Jowett was helped by Robert Peart in writing to her 
landlord (27 Nov 1700). 

Particular relief ranged from the coat provided for John Turner 
(2 Nov 1698), to the repairs agreed with the landlord for Ann Siddall’s 
house when her ‘house thach was blown down by the wind soe shee was 
forced to goe to her sonns’ until she was able to go back after three 
months (23 Dec 1702, 27 Jan, 24 March 1703). A cow was obtained and 
let to a poor Friend (19 Dec 1694, 23 Jan 1695; 29 Jan, 26 Mar, 23 April 
1701), and the meeting stood security for a loan by Robert Arthington 
to a poor Friend (26 Nov 1693). 

A collection was made after receipt of a letter from Abraham Morrice 
of Lincoln on behalf of Hannah Ashton of Lincoln. The sum (£3) was 
reported to monthly meeting for possible supplement (26 Jan, 23 Feb, 
23 March 1698). In offering assistance in some cases, considerations for 
illness entered in. Alice Bainbridge was visited, and Friends offered to 
help to pay for travelling, and suggested that she go by water to 
London, ‘fearing that shee cannot be able to endure a land jurney’ 
(14 June, 26 July 1699). Mary Kendall of Holbeck was ill and Friends 
agreed to take care since ‘there is a nessesaty for friends assistance to sitt 
up with her’ (26 Jan 1704). Two Friends were ‘sent with John 
Hallowell, a Melancholy Man, to Brigg, where he came from’, and the 
journey was paid for by Friends (18 Sept 1706). They also offered to pay 
for a poor person’s removal, and said they were ‘willing to pay Willm. 
Birkby or any honest man a dayes wages to help her to remove’ 
(23 March 1698). 

One request is noted asking for increased relief. Thomas Swails com- 
plained ‘that his necessity is greater than what he receives from Friends 
will supply’ (12 Sept 1711). The report persuaded the meeting to 
increase his allowance by 6d. a month, making it 3s. 6d., ‘& that he 
have a pair of new cards bought’ (24 Oct 1711). 

The accounts and collections for the poor between the years 1693 and 
1712 are entered on pages 279 running back to 254 at the end of the 
minute book. There is an account of the disposal of the bequest by Anne 
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Readshaw of £5 to Benjamin Horner and Aaron Atkinson for the poor 
(25 April 1711). 

Friends did not feel called upon to relieve those they had disowned, 
and when Mary Harrison of Beeston went busily about telling the 
townspeople that they did not need to relieve Hannah Jowett (whom 
Friends had previously disowned) because ‘shee was not sprinkled at 
their fount’, Friends ‘placed judgment’ on Mary Harrison (23 Aug 
1699). 


APPRENTICESHIP 


In assisting in apprenticeship the meeting helped poorer Friends who 
could not afford the premium or cost of fitting a lad out for entry, and it 
also attempted to ensure that masters and boys were placed suitably with 
Friends. William Metcalf was apprenticed for seven years at a premium 
of £2, paid in instalments which, after the first, came from monthly 
meeting (13 Aug 1693). William Cundall was helped to an apprentice- 
ship to a sergeweaver for eight years (25 May, 22 June 1698). An 
enquiry was made at monthly meeting for a master who is a tanner 
(13 June 1705), and this type of service was widely used among Friends 
at their meetings for more than a century after. Among Friends, an 
apprentice could write complaining of ill-usage and his plea would be 
considered; the master was expected to appear to satisfy Friends about 
his conduct towards the apprentice (23 Jan 1695). Not all of Friends’ 
placements were successful: Hannah Jowitt, aged fifteen, was placed for 
four years with Jonathan and Elizabeth Merry, she was fitted out with 
clothes, but soon after took her clothes and went away (26 May 1697). 
Hannah was censured for her conduct, but later reports on the Merry 
household may indicate that the fault may not have been all on one side. 


ADVICE ON TRADING. AFPPAIRS 


As part of the care and oversight of Friends in the meeting, in 1701 a 
general enquiry was ordered how Friends stood in their trading affairs. 
Robert Arthington and Robert Peart were ordered to report (23 April 
1701). Through that year reports came in, ‘things indifrant well’ 
(17 Sept 1701), until finally in December they gave a satisfactory 
account, and the meeting agreed that ‘a yearly examination be therin’. 
Friends setting up or planning to change their occupations came to 
the meeting for advice. Zachary Hopkins was advised when setting up as 
a clothmaker (23 Oct 1700). Seven Friends were appointed to advise 
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Robert Harrison, and he was allowed to set up (25 Feb, 18 March 
1702). George Horner was approved (15 Sept, 27 Oct 1703). Henry 
Thompson of Wortley was advised about ‘his intention of setting up 
the trade of a skinner, which he was apprentice to before a clothyer’; 
Friends approved, ‘provided he observe their advice therein’ (26 Jan, 
28 March, 26 April 1704). Gervase Elam of Armley, intending to set up 
as a clothier, had four Friends to advise him, and after being once 
referred back to the meeting, it was agreed for him to set up (28 March, 
26 April, 24 May 1704). William Jackson junior of Armley was allowed 
to set up, but only after his father had agreed to it, eighteen months 
after his first request to begin as a clothier (23 Jan 1706, 18 June, 23 July 
1707). The case of Azariah Elbeck in the summer of 1707 caused diffi- 
culty; he was setting up as a clothier ‘but he having already begun his 
trade, it was not so seasonable a time’ for Friends to give their advice on 
the matter (18 June, 23 July 1707). Likewise, John Thirkill, taking up 
sergeweaving, had already taken some steps before Friends were called 
in, which ‘straitned friends in giving their advice’ (14 Sept, 19 Oct 
1709). 

John Scott, setting up after his apprenticeship, was given advice (19 
Oct 1709); Benjamin Horner and Richard Armistead went with him to 
see a farm, ‘which is not liked at the rent’ (19 Oct, 23 Nov 1709); John 
did not get settled and six months later proposed to go to London ‘to be 
a servant to the tanner-trade’ (14 June, 25 Oct 1710). Thomas 
Gummersall received consent to set up as a white-clothier (29 March, 26 
April 1710). John Plummer at the same time was wishful of setting up 
for himself his trade of a dresser but, on advice, of his own accord 
deferred it for some time. Stephen Lambert of Holbeck set up as a broad 
clothier (21 Feb, 28 March 1711), and William Cowell junior as a flax- 
dresser (25 July, 29 Aug 1711). 

Established traders would ask for and receive advice. Benjamin 
Horner was advised when he proposed altering part of his trade and 
planned to keep Wakefield Market with cloth (20 Dec 1699, 24 Jan 
1700). Joseph and Daniel Langstaff, being ‘minded to set up the trade of 
a clothier joyntly’, were given consent (28 April, 26 May 1708), but 
Isaac Peart ‘setting up the worsett trade’ asked advice at the same time, 
and he was advised to forbear ‘till he have more skill in the combing 
Sie: 

Not all enterprises were successful. John Atkinson asked the meeting 
about ‘setting up the trade of selling hard-ware’; Friends reported ‘that 
he hath overshot himself so (in the trade he entered into without 
Friends’ consent) as that they fear he hath not effects to pay his debts 
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withall’ (25 Aug, 15 Sept, 27 Oct 1708). John was advised to return 
goods to the suppliers, to pay what money he could raise, and to work 
at his tailoring to pay off the balance. Two Friends were appointed to 
help him. 

An earlier case was the clothing enterprise of John Parker. Partly on 
the strength of promises by his uncles to assist him with wool and 
money, Friends approved of his setting up in trade (24 July 1700), but 
by the end of 1702 he was in difficulties and was advised ‘to give over 
his trade & pay his debts’. Friends kept his case under review 
throughout 1703. Henry Thompson ‘acknowledged that he had done 
amiss in not acquainting friends when he set up the clothier trade’, and 
Friends gave what advice they could in 1707 (18 June, 23 July, 17 Sept), 
and took the opportunity to reiterate their advice to traders intending to 
set up to inform the meeting ‘that as members of one body we may be 
helpful one to another’ (23 July 1707). In 1711 Henry Thompson still 
found ‘that his trade doth not turne to account, but that he’s rather in 
danger to contract more debts (if he continue trading) than his effects 
will defray’ (25 Jan 1711). Friends were appointed to enquire and advise 
him. Two months later they reported that he was ‘defraying his 
creditors that was most refractory’, and had an ‘intention of removing 
himself to London, & also that if he findeth not business there to his 
satisfaction he intendeth to transport himself into America’. William 
Benson and Gervase Elam were appointed to see that all his debts were 
settled before the monthly meeting was asked for a certificate (28 March 
1711). 

Andrew Abbot was advised to clear his debts and return to his wife 
and family, ‘it being dishonourable for him &c. to dwell so separate 
from them’ (21 Dec 1709). Judging by the tone of the minutes 
concerning the embarrassed business affairs of Joshua Arthington in 
1710, the impact of his failure, occurring as it did within what was 
almost certainly the wealthiest family in the meeting, must have been 
keenly felt. The minute begins: ‘This Meeting having under its weighty 
consideration the reproach that is upon Truth and us, on the account of 
the miscarriages of Joshua Arthington in his affairs &c.’ The dealing 
with the matter runs through the minutes from July to October 1710, 
and Joshua’s paper of contrition, dated from Farnley, 24 October, is 
entered in the book at 20 Dec 1710. 


DISCIPLINE 


The development of Friends’ organisation during the earliest period of 
the Society as a body cannot be traced with any certainty because the 
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records are lacking. The Swarthmore Manuscripts at Friends House 
Library provide glimpses of various meetings in scattered parts of the 
country on a periodic (three-weekly, monthly, quarterly) basis, and of 
the more general (even national) meetings from 1656, which from 1660 
sometimes had a representative element within them. It is from the later 
1660s only that a clearer picture emerges of the quarterly county 
meetings, the monthly district meetings, and even the particular 
individual meetings. These met with the aim and effect of caring for the 
poor, raising money for prisoners and other sufferers and for the 
expenses of travelling ministers, strengthening the membership by 
organising their business, keeping registers, and supporting their 
fellows to face the opposition of a potentially hostile world. 

The opposition expressed within the Society to the establishment of 
the meetings to play their part in church government need not concern 
us here, since there is little evidence to show whether or not the 
divisions which found expression in the Wilkinson-Story controversy in 
the 1670s and 1680s had any impact in Leeds. People being what they 
are however, one may expect that individuals might find themselves at 
times at loggerheads with authority within the Society of Friends; ‘the 
sense of the meeting’ at times called for expression of displeasure, and 
the exercise of some sanction against the actions of an individual which 
might be considered harmful to the general good. A body which felt 
itself in a position of precarious safety would be especially careful that 
offence should not be given unnecessarily to the civil power, and would 
be watchful to see that none identified with it should be guilty of any 
offence, or should step out of line from Friends’ own practice. 

The period covered by the minute book is one which is characterised 
by a growth of regulations concerning behaviour and decorum which, 
while they aimed to make Friends clearly cognisant of the need to 
maintain their testimony for simplicity in conducting their daily lives, 
went into a ludicrous amount of detail concerning such items as wigs, 
cravats and lace decoration, the cut of clothes and the colours acceptable 
to be worn. This came to be an end in itself, rather than the outward 
expression of inward conviction, and to many who looked at those who 
went by the name of Quaker the form of dress, manner of speech and 
address were the sole distinguishing marks by which they knew them. 
A reading of the minute books of the period does show Friends 
concerned for details of conduct as well as the broad lines of moral 
welfare with which one would expect them to be concerned. 

Church discipline is comprehensively dealt with in a paper from 
Cumberland Quarterly Meeting dated from Pardshaw Crag, 12 Oct 
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1699. This is immediately followed by a minute from the Monthly 
Meeting at Broughton, 31 Oct 1699, concerning simplicity in fashion in 
the tailoring trade, and recommending that Friends should support and 
encourage each other in their respective trades and occupations. All this 
was copied into the minutes of September 1701. It may reflect parti- 
cularly the influence of Aaron Atkinson, the minister who came from 
Cumberland and married and settled in Leeds in 1700. He was active in 
the discipline and was a firm upholder of Friends’ testimonies against 
vain fashions and the corrupt ways of the world. 

Two years later ‘severall weighty matters relating to good order’ 
were referred to fifteen Friends to meet together ‘to concither of the 
said matters in the wisdom of God’ (25 Aug 1703). Next month 
(15 Sept) the meeting had under consideration ‘the condition of severall 
Friends that was not in full unity & yet noe Testamoney found given 
oute against them’. Friends decided ‘that the friends ordred to visset 
famelys should deale with them in the wisdom of Truth’, and Robert 
Arthington, Aaron Atkinson and Stephen Elbeck were added to the 
Friends appointed for this service. Delay in dealing with disciplinary 
cases can be attributed either to a wish not to encounter unpleasantness 
or to the desire to give ample time to reclaim backsliders. The time 
taken in some cases was considerable, as when Richard Archer of 
Gildersome was reported to the meeting as having ‘by his disorderly 
practices given occasion for truth to be evil spoken of’ (23 Oct 1706). 
Twelve months later, after visits and exhortations, a testimony of 
disownment was issued by monthly meeting against him for neglecting 
his wife and family, ‘taking too much strong drink, and going to bull- 
baitings, with other corrupt practices of this evil world’ (31 Oct 1707). 

In 1709 an exercise similar to that of 1703 took place, beginning with 
the consideration of ‘divers persons making some proffession of the 
Truth with us . . . of evill conversations & yet not denyed’ (26 Jan 
1709). Four overseers were appointed to assist William Cowell and 
Richard Armistead, and they were requested to speak ‘to such persons 
as do come to meetings some time, & are not faithfull; so that Friends 
may know whether to owne ’em or no’ (27 April, 25 May, 22 June 
1709). On 27 July 1709 disciplinary cases came before the meeting, 
with, against each name, notes like ‘not of us’, ‘gone to steeple-house’, 
‘declines coming to meeting’, ‘seems desireous to joyn with Friends’, 
‘cannot deny him’, ‘referr’d to the Women friends’, ‘advised to amend 
his life’, or ‘he at present behaveth himself pretty orderly’. 

Richard Tailforth was ‘advised to be more carefull in his conversation’ 
(24 Oct 1711). Jacob Webster’s ‘practices . . . are found not to be 
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consistent with his profession’ (16 Jan 1712), but Friends did not 
proceed against him, ‘he promising to endeavour amendment, Friends 
are willing yet to forbear giving a Testimony against him, desiring that 
he may come to a betterment in his condition’. 

Not all Friends under dealing were willing to accept reproof from the 
meeting. Jonathan Kendall ‘appeared very hard, & reflectious’ when 
visited (23 Nov 1698). When private admonition failed to produce a 
desired reform in behaviour, discipline was continued by asking the 
Friend under dealing to come to the next meeting or to meet a handful 
of Friends to discuss matters. The case of Benjamin Ellerton is in point 
(18 Dec 1695, 29 Jan 1696). He appeared at meeting, and it was revealed 
that by spending his weekly earnings of 5s. or 6s. on strong drink, ‘he 
can get no clothes to his backe’. He was dealt with at monthly meeting, 
and the case closed when he was disowned for drinking and not paying 
his debts (22 June 1696). 

Drinking to excess seems to have been an element in much that came 
under censure as disorderly conduct. Jonathan Merry is a case in point. 
In June 1697 he came under unfavourable notice. In February 1698 he 
was reported to have gone from his wife and judgement was placed 
upon him ‘till he appear to clear himself’. He did not repent and a paper 
of denial was recorded in the book (26 April, 14 June 1699). There is an 
obscure minute of 22 April 1702 where the parish priest or overseers 
were to be informed about his affairs (27 May, 17 June 1702). 
Meanwhile his wife, Elizabeth Merry, was reported as behaving in a 
disorderly manner. Complaints were centred on her unwelcome 
ministry in meetings for worship (17 June, 29 July 1702). She was 
reported to be ‘a weake shattred wooman, & her words not consistant 
with Truth, or with themselves’ (26 Aug). Elizabeth appeared at the 
preparative meeting and ‘fell into extravigent reflections & uncomly 
speeches, wholy refusing the advice of this Meeting’. She continued to 
embarrass the meeting ‘in publick appearing [i.e. preaching] in our 
Meeting in great confution, to the great dissatisfaction of Friends from 
time to time, to the truble of our Meeting’ (23 Feb 1704). The matter 
was referred to monthly meeting. She was visited, and was silent for a 
time thereafter. 

Other Friends under dealing for drinking to excess are noticed (27 
July 1694, 28: April 1697, 23 July, 27 Aug, 17 Sept 1707, 13 Sept, 25 
Oct 1710, 26 Jan 1711). Joshua Ledger was disowned by Friends, ‘we 
seing no change of life in him nor reformation’, for drunkenness and 
marriage by the priest (June 1700, 30 Aug 1700). About the same time 
Joshua Wilson (who was finally disowned in 1711 for drinking) was 
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reproved and admonished, and ordered to seek to clear truth (i.e. to take 
the blame on his own shoulders) ‘in the places where he hath been 
overseen with taking to[o] much strong drink’ (24 July 1700). Abraham 
Ledger was reported (17 June 1702) to have been so drunken the day 
before that he was forced to be led down the street, ‘& being on a 
Market day people tooke great notice, & especially that he was one 
called a Quaker, & as he went they mockt at Friends’ (29 July, 26 Aug 
1702). 

John Atkinson was spoken to for being at a race (13 Sept, 25 Oct 
1710) but he did not submit to the discipline, and ‘went out of the 
meeting in a disorderly manner’. Two months later he ‘was refractory, 
and said that he would not come to or appear before friends, Let ’em do 
what they would’ (20 Dec 1710). The case was reported to monthly 


meeting. 


FAMILY VISITS 


Visiting Friends’ families was a recognised part of oversight and the 
enforcement of the discipline and it came up about every two years. In 
1706 some reluctance to embark upon the visits becomes evident, and it 
is clear that the pressure came from outside, Leeds Friends ‘having 
received a paper from the monthly meeting advizing to the same’ 
(24 July, 28 Aug 1706). The same Friends ‘that went the former year’ 
were reappointed. Robert Arthington and the others reported later on 
their service: ‘the Lord by his Divine Power & Presence was with them 
to the opening the hearts of Friends both to receive ’em into their 
houses & also the advices & exhortations that opened upon the minds of 
Friends sent as visitors towards the visited . . . they hope things are 
better amongst Friends then when they visited the last time. Yet some 
particular persons being so out of order, they thought it requisite to 
acquaint’ the meeting with the delinquencies (23 Oct 1706). 

Two years later family visits were again under consideration (24 
March 1708) and Friends were appointed to carry out that service, the 
meeting desiring ‘that that service may be weightily performed’ 
(28 April 1708). Aaron Atkinson and others reported their satisfaction 
and hoped that such visits would be continued annually, with examina- 
tion to be carried out ‘yet more strictly’ (9 June 1708). In 1710 eight 
Friends were appointed and divided into two companies; the first 
company to visit Friends in Leeds, Hunslet, Oulton, Carlton, Chapel- 
town, and Woodhouse, the others to visit Beeston, Churwell,

Wortley, Armley, and Holbeck (24 May 1710). Seven months later they 
reported their satisfaction, ‘believing that as friends are given up to the 
performance of that practice in the Love of God, the service thereof will 
be good and profitable, tending not a little to the edifying of the Body 
in Love’ (20 Dec 1710). 


WOMEN’S PART IN THE DISCIPLINE 


Women Friends were called in to assist in discipline among their own 
sex (25 April 1694). In this connection, the Women’s monthly meeting 
was asked to sign the testimony against lace making (23 July 1701). In 
the marriage discipline it was arranged that the Women’s preparative 
meeting was to receive notice of the intended marriage before the man 
appeared with his proposal at the Men’s meeting (27 Aug 1701). 

The place of women in the discipline of the Society was under con- 
sideration in December 1703 in relation to the Women’s Quarterly 
Meeting which was held at York. Doubts about the value of that 
meeting had evidently been expressed. Leeds Friends thought ‘the 
woomen ought not to be stratned, but encoraged in their said Meetings, 
and that they continue them 3 times in the yeare at least at York for the 
county’. The meeting then went on and ‘Ordred that Benja: Hornor 
doe buy a booke for the Women at their Preparative Meeting: to record 
their disbursments to the poore & other things that may be seen meete’ 
(22 Dec 1703). 

Formal initiatives in disciplinary matters from women Friends do not 
appear frequently. In December 1709 they made a complaint to the 
preparative meeting about John Gott’s daughter keeping company after 
they had dealt much with her about it to no avail. In December 1711 
they spoke to Sarah Langstaff, asking her to appear at preparative 
meeting, for further action to be taken. 


PLAINNESS 


Friends’ testimony for plainness is illustrated by one or two points. Lace 
making was disapproved of, and those who engaged in that employment 
were asked by monthly meeting to leave it off, as an occupation ‘judged 
unlawfull by divers eminent Friends many years agoe’ (23 Feb 1694). 
Two families were advised to forbear making lace (24 April 1700), and 
later that year Sarah Metcalf was to be spoken to again about her 
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daughter making lace. The lace makers were to be visited and to be 
asked to give up the occupation as not being ‘consistant with the Truth’ 
(27 Aug 1700), but they did not take Friends’ advice (18 Sept 1700). 
Friends were not insensible of the difficulties, and adopted a suggestion 
that Sarah Metcalf should change to making straw hats. However, she 
was found to persist in lace making and a paper of condemnation was 
signed in monthly meeting (29 Jan, 26 March, 23 April, 28 May, 
25 June 1701). 

Advice came from monthly meeting and Quarterly Meeting relating 
to ‘the regulating of the furniture of houses’. Preparative meeting 
decided: ‘it is the general sence of this meeting that at least all such as 
buy any furniture into their houses, that it be plain as becometh the 
truth’ (28 Aug 1706). There was to be no destruction of the furniture 
which was there already. 

A minute in March 1708 expressed disapproval of ‘unnecessary & 
extravagant Wiggs’. Any Friend needing to wear a wig was advised 
first to acquaint the elders with a view to getting their advice. 

Another item which troubled Friends was the extravagant provision 
of refreshment at births or burials. Leeds Friends on consideration 
decided that ‘it is most clear of superfluaty to give nothing at all’ (24 
July, 27 Aug 1700). In similar vein, monthly meeting criticised arrange- 
ments at the marriage of John Arthington and Sarah Fletcher at Halifax, 
2 April 1707 (approved 26 Feb 1707). The report to monthly meeting 
(25 April 1707; Q2, 50) stated: ‘severall Friends being dissatisfied with 
the greatness of the numbers of both Friends & others that went to meat 
with them, & for the future that a stop may be put thereto, its desired 
that all the parties concern’d’ with a wedding should take the advice of 
the elders, and that ‘the Friends of the meeting where the marriage is 
accomplished do most of them return from the meeting as at other 
times, that all worldly ostentation may be discouraged, yet not to 
hinder acts of charity to the poor (according to the circumstances of 
persons) at these or other times.’ It may be noted that many prominent 
Yorkshire Friends were among the forty-two witnesses who signed the 
certificate (P.R.O. RG6/1276/98). 

A minute advising Friends against observing days ‘sett up in the times 
of darkness & ignorance’ — that is, the holidays of the Christian church 
— is appropriately found in the record for 23 Dec 1702. Friends in the 
meeting were advised to uphold the testimony against observing 
Christmas and other days, ‘And that they keepe their servants at work, 
as also that they doe not goe themselves nor suffer their servants to 
visset their relations at such times, but rather take other oppertunitys.’

CONTRITION AND DISOWNMENT 


A paper of contrition for misdemeanours would be accepted by the 
meeting as an earnest of the good intention of the Friend to mend his 
ways and walk orderly for the time to come. Richard Kendall signed a 
minute regretting his actions (29 May 1695). Henry Ewbank had taken 
some hay from Robert Spencer and, although Robert asked Friends to 
forget the matter (saying that he had already forgiven Henry), Friends 
felt it their duty to pursue the case and secured a testimony from Henry 
Ewbank which is entered in the book (24 Nov 1697). A paper of 
contrition was ‘received & entred’ in May 1700, Friends hoping that the 
signatory ‘may be more wachfull against the enimie of soules’. Other 
papers are noted in September 1701 (paying tithes and drunkenness), 
August 1702, and June 1703 (‘driving away a cow that was not my 
owne’). 

The delivery of a paper of contrition would close disciplinary 
proceedings, but the unity of any Friend with the meeting would be 
demonstrated by future behaviour — ‘more carefull and circumspect 
walking for time to come as becomes the truth’ (27 March 1700). 

Disownment as a member of the Society was the final sanction against 
a backslider. It was in the hands of the monthly meeting. The disown- 
ment minute or testimony would be sent down to the preparative 
meeting and entered in the book (27 July 1694, for instance). There 
seem to have been local minutes of disownment recorded by Leeds 
Friends on their own initiative, as against Ellen daughter of John 
Harrison of Beeston for marrying out (28 April 1697), and against Mary 
Kendall (9 June 1697) signed in behalf of the meeting by William 
Readshaw. Margaret Lapage was disowned by the meeting’s minute for 
encouraging and justifying two marriages out (24 Nov, 22 Dec 1697). It 
may be that when a case might have repercussions outside Leeds 
meeting, then the monthly meeting would be called in, for ‘a more full 
deniall’ was prepared for the following monthly meeting, after minutes 
concerning Jonathan Merry had already been recorded by preparative 
meeting (22 Feb 1699). 

As well as the meeting’s own minutes of disownment, there is a 
disownment certificate of 11 Nov 1697 entered in the book. It was sent 
from Women Friends at Burton (Monk Bretton, Barnsley) to Women 
of Brighouse Monthly Meeting. 

Disownment involved cutting off the person from any part in the 
business of the meeting, though they might freely continue to come to 
the meetings for worship. For instance, John Gelder’s subscription 
towards the building of the meeting house was refused, he being out of 
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unity (26 April 1699). The disownment record was made so that all 
should be clearly stated: Hannah Watson of Bramley married out, 
‘though she be gone from among us, and doth not endeavour to joyn 
with Friends, yet we can do no less than record this as our Testimony 
against her’ (24 May 1710). The record in the book would be effectively 
before Friends, so that unity would not be attributed to the backslider 
until satisfaction had been given and repentance demonstrated for the 
offence. 
The Yearly Meeting epistle of 1708 gave warning: 


Forasmuch as some persons, who, by their ill conduct, have justly 
deserved and come under the censure of the meetings to which they 
belong, have thought to get from under the weight of that judgment, 
by signing a paper of condemnation, and thereby suppose themselves 
discharged; it is therefore recommended to friends consideration that 
they be careful not to admit such persons too early into fellowship, or 
give them cause to think they are accepted, before the meeting or 
meetings are satisfied of the repentance and amendment, notwith- 
standing such papers be given. 


SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES 


Friends tried to resolve disputes amicably amongst themselves. An 
argument between Richard Armistead and Timothy Brogden was heard 
by the meeting and was ended with the parties subscribing their names 
in the book (28 Aug 1695). The same two were at loggerheads in 1702. 
The difference was referred to ten Friends who eventually assigned 
blame to both sides. ‘Richard seemed sory that such difrance should 
happen’, and ‘Timothy is ordred to burn all his papers, which he 
promises to do, & what is past is not againe to be brought up’ (25 Feb, 
29 July 1702). 

Disputes concerning property sometimes involved lengthy investiga- 
tions and searches for documents (9 June, 28 July 1703; 28 March, 
26 April, 24 May, 21 June, 20 Sept 1704; 29 Oct 1707). The 
transactions in 1704 concerning John Eastburn’s complaint from 
Pennsylvania about some family property in Yorkshire illustrate the 
point. 

It is probable that many small debt cases did not reach the stage of 
formal minutes, but one did. Richard Roe owed money to Richard 
Kendall which had not been paid, but in the end Richard Kendall 
promised to accept in full settlement the sum of £5 if paid by May Day 
next (29 Oct, 26 Nov 1701). 
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Only when one party to a dispute refused to agree to matters being 
settled by arbitration among Friends would the meeting consider that 
legal action would be justified. Isaac Webster was sharply rebuked for 
going to law against Richard Kendall (24 Jan, 21 Feb, 27 March 1700). 


FRIENDS’ SUFFERINGS 


Under the Commonwealth Friends were proceeded against as disturbers 
of the civil peace. After the Restoration they suffered punishment under 
many forms: 

(i) for refusing the oaths of allegiance and supremacy (5 Eliz., cap. 1; 
7 Jac. I, cap. 6), 

(ii) for non-attendance at church (3 Jac. I, cap. 4; 23 Eliz., cap. 1, 
beech ap 29. Eliz. cap. 6, sect. 3,4), 

(iii) under the Quaker Act, 1662, and the Conventicle Acts of 1664 and 
1670, 

(iv) under the Statute of 35 Elizabeth, cap. 1. The Act of 35 Elizabeth 
could mean sentence of death after conviction, because refusal to 
conform led to forfeiture of lands and abjuration of the realm. Since a 
Friend could not swear to depart from the kingdom he was immediately 
liable to suffer as a felon. Margaret Fell was threatened with this Act, 
but Judge Twisden told her, ‘it is too penal for you, for it might cost 
you your life’ (Isabel Ross, Margaret Fell, 1949, 172). In 1684 Richard 
Vickris of Bristol was sentenced under the Act, but was removed to 
London on writ of error and was later discharged on errors in the 
indictment at the King’s Bench before Lord Chief Justice Jeffreys, of 
whom John Whiting commented, ‘though so severe a Judge otherwise; 
few so bad but they may do some good acts’ (John Whiting, Persecution 
expos’d, 1715, 120). 

(v) When three or more were met together, Friends’ meetings were 
punished at common law as riots or unlawful assemblies. 

(vi) Under the Militia Act (14 Car. 2, cap. 3) Friends suffered for 
refusing to supply a man for the militia. 

Toleration was secured by the Toleration Act, 1689 (1 Will. & Mary, 
st. I, cap. 18), but disabilities continued throughout the next century. 
In particular, the position regarding tithes and other ecclesiastical 
demands was not altered by that Act, so prosecutions for such causes 
continued. Refusal to pay the tithe required by the order of an 
ecclesiastical court prompted the ecclesiastical judge to complain to two 
justices of the peace, who would then, under the Act 5 Eliz., cap. 23 
(Writ De Excommunicato Capiendo), commit a defaulter to prison 
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until surety was forthcoming to submit to the sentence of the ecclesias- 
tical court. The Affirmation Act, 1696 (7 & 8 Will. 3, cap. 34) and later 
legislation enabled simplified procedure to be applied. Two justices were 
able to ascertain the sum due for payment and to distrain for the amount 
in summary fashion. 

Disabilities consequent on Friends’ refusal to swear oaths continued 
but after 1689 they could not be ensnared by a hostile magistrate 
tendering them the oath of allegiance. The Affirmation Act mentioned 
above allowed Friends to substitute a form of affirmation in some cases 
where an oath had formerly been required, and later acts made the 
affirmation statement more acceptable to tender consciences. 

The Meeting for Sufferings machinery which Friends had developed 
in London to approach the government proved well-suited to help 
Friends bring to the notice of the authorities and Parliament incon- 
veniencies under which they still laboured after Toleration. Obviously 
political activity could best be directed from London, but the value of 
the local meetings was to support, advise and defend distressed members 
locally, and nationally as sources of supply of information when required 
and in using their influence with local members of Parliament at suitable 
times to secure some desired change in the law. 

Apart from the minute books there survive substantial and detailed 
records of Friends’ sufferings, coming down from the 1650s. For 
instance, William Cundall of Morley in 1666 had taken from him, on a 
warrant for £4 fine, 


Three bease, all his puther and brasse but a little pan, also his worke 
loome (hee being a clothmaker) also beding of 3 beds, leaveing 
neither for him nor his family any thing to lye in, nor a cow to give 
them milke: the vallue of what they tooke might amount to £13 or 
upwards. (Carlton Hill Archives: L14, 7) 


During the period covered by the minute book the sufferings ranged 
from the sums in cash or kind collected for church dues and for tithes — 
pewter ware, corn crops or money from the till — to the imprisonment 
of John Cowell in Rothwell jail. John Cowell’s case took a long time to 
resolve. Monthly meeting was asked for advice (25 Feb 1702), and from 
there the matter went to Quarterly Meeting. The case dragged on, and 
Robert Arthington was asked to speak to the prosecutors to try to 
secure John Cowell’s liberty (22 Oct 1703). Robert reported some 
progress, but liberty was still denied to John, until the Rothwell jailer 
suggested one course of action ‘by making the Significavit void’ 


(26 July 1704). 
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To maintain a record of sufferings on account of tithe which could be 
reported to monthly meeting (and thence to Quarterly Meeting, and 
finally to London Yearly Meeting) the heads of households in the 
meeting were called together annually to give an account of their 
clearness and to report any distraints suffered. For instance, in December 
1698 a meeting for this purpose was arranged, and the resulting record 
was ordered to be sent to monthly meeting in the following month 
(25 Jan 1699). Absentees from the meeting were followed up, and 
finally in May 1699 all had been spoken to and the report was given by 
Robert Arthington. Later years show the same pattern (see, for 
instance, 27 March, 24 April 1700, 29 Jan 1701). A typical year was 
1707. The minute of record reads (29 Oct 1707): ‘According to desire at 
last preparative meeting, Friends met & gave an account of their 
Sufferings & clearness about Tythe, which is order’d to be fair coppy’d 
over, in order to be sent to the Monthly Meeting.’ Two months later 
those who had not appeared to give their accounts were to be spoken to 
(26 Nov), and in December most of them appeared and reported 
(17 Dec). 

Individual cases do not appear frequently in the minutes. At 
Bruntcliffe, William Wilson was threatened by the tithe farmer, ‘but 
yet done noe further’; John Barker was admonished, not being clear of 
paying priest’s wages (26 March 1701). Later, John Barker ‘not being 
full cleare aboute Steeplehouse Tax’ was again given advice (27 Jan 
1703). In February 1694 John Cowell was one of four Leeds Friends 
who were subject to a minute of reproof from monthly meeting for 
paying tithe, and he was found not to be clear in 1701 and sent a letter 
of contrition for his fault (17 Sept 1701). Not long after he found 
himself in Rothwell jail when he did make his stand for Friends’ 
principles. 

It was difficult to keep all Friends up to the mark. John Holdsworth 
(21 Feb 1700), and a Friend who paid cash in lieu of tithe, ‘which she 
confessed to, & acknowledged to be a wrong, being contrary to her 
own convictions’ (26 March 1707), are two cases which spring to mind. 

The question of tithe rent came before the meeting (29 Jan 1696). 
Some doubted whether it was a proper tithe which Friends should on 
principle refrain from paying. Monthly meeting propounded the 
question, but Leeds preparative meeting declined to pronounce, and left 
judgement to the monthly meeting, ‘or to what place they will see 
meete to aply themselves for sattisfaction’. Timothy Brogden raised the 
matter of the tithe rent demanded for some houses he had in Halifax. He 
was advised to search into the matter, and meanwhile to keep clear of 
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paying (17 June, 29 July 1702). This is the first hint in Leeds of the 
difficulties which Friends experienced about the Halifax Modus, a 
special local payment in lieu of tithe which had its root deep in the 
middle ages and which continued to exercise Friends into the nineteenth 
century.

LEEDS PREPARATIVE MEETING MINUTES, 1692-1712 


The volume of minutes and accounts, recording the proceedings of the 
Leeds Meeting during twenty years in the reigns of William & Mary 
and Queen Anne, is a small quarto of some 280 pages. The pages are 
numbered in pencil. The volume measures about 20cm X 15cm and is 
bound in gatherings of eight leaves. The battered binding is parchment 
over boards. There is a single blind rule round the edges of each cover 
and a broken tie. 

The title inscribed on the upper cover, in ink, in a nineteenth-century 
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hand reads: Minutes of Leeds Preparative Meeting from 1692 to 12th 
Month 1711. 

The volume contains two elements — (i) the minutes and documents, 
and, beginning at the other end, (ii) the accounts for the poor for 1693 
to April 1712 (pages 279—254). 

The succession of minutes (in chronological sequence, and perhaps 
representing all the matter recorded in minute form at each meeting) is 
interspersed with copies of papers. Minutes run from 20 September 1695 
to 20 February 1712, on pages 22—253. Accounts for the meeting house 
stable appear on pages 248-9. Inside the back cover, and at the 
beginning of the book are lists, with amendments, of Friends to be 
appointed as representatives to Monthly Meeting, 1696-1710. Letters, 
financial accounts and various documents also appear on early pages. 

In the Carlton Hill Archives, the volume is numbered E 1. 

The volume provided Leeds Friends with a book of record for 
meeting documents. It is not solely a minute book. In this it mirrors a 
good many other of the books in the Carlton Hill archives. Some pages 
at the beginning of the volume carry copies of correspondence with 
Dublin Men’s Meeting concerning a case of a broken engagement. As 
time went on, the increase of business required the purchase of a 
separate book for recording papers coming from Yearly, Quarterly and 
Monthly meetings (28 Jan 1702). This record provided the basis of the 
selection made by Miles Walker and Benjamin Horner of ‘some of the 
heads of the most weighty minutes’ which should be read in Preparative 
Meeting (13 June, 25 July 1705). This material would doubtless have 
included much which was to appear later in the Books of discipline. The 
volume also provided space for the entry of records of collections on fire 
briefs; however only a couple of entries were made (for collections 


13 June 1707, entered 25 Feb 1708).

Note on Transcription 


The aim in this edition has been to reproduce the text as finally left by the 
clerk of the meeting when he drew up each minute, and also to indicate 
any amendments in the text, made at the time of the meeting, which 
add to the sense of each item, or which show how the final wording was 
arrived at. Deleted matter which adds to the sense is indicated in a note. 

A note in the text indicates the addition of further material, with the 
words ‘added later’ when necessary. Scribal errors and repetitions have, 
in general, been ignored. Caption-titles from the margin have been 
inserted at the beginning of the minutes referred to, except where the 
title is ‘Generall’, or ‘Leeds’, or it merely repeats the opening phrase of 
the minute. 

Square brackets enclose added matter, usually interpolated to elucidate 
the sense (for instance, the names of months are added to the numbers in 
date lines) or as a necessary correction to spelling. 

Abbreviations and contractions have been extended, except for proper 
names, money statements and the ampersand. Superior letters have been 
lowered, except where it could cause confusion. 

Modern practice has been adopted in capitalisation generally, over i and 
j, and v and u, F (for ff), and in adopting the, them, then, their, this, 
that (for ye, ym, yn, yr, ys, yt, developed from the Old English p 
(thorn)). 

Minimal punctuation has been provided where necessary. 

Documents copied into the minute book, and the accounts, have been 
reproduced as they appear, but in smaller type. 


DATES 


Friends eschewed the naming of days and months after heathen gods. In 
Quaker documents, Sunday became First day; Monday, Second day; and 
so on to Saturday, Seventh day. 

Up to 1752, under the Old Style Julian calendar, the English New 
Year began on Lady Day, 25 March. March therefore for Friends was 
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First month; April, Second month, and the following January and 
February were Eleventh and Twelfth month (of the old year) res- 
pectively. Dates from 1 March to 24 March may well have the double 
year dating (see 1702/3, heading the minutes for 24 March 1703). On 
occasion the double dating may be carried back to January, as 20th 
11th month 1691/92 (for 20 Jan 1692). 

In transcribing the minutes, modern month names have been inserted 
in brackets in the date line at the opening of each meeting. In editorial 
matter the New Style for months and years (beginning in January) is 
used.

have aney, & 4 or more substantiall Friends of their Particuler or Mo: Meeting, 
& waite to have their approbation, libourty or concent in the matter, before 
aney such end be made, least through some forward or inconsitherate act of that 
nature one or both parties soe acting should suffer. 

4thly That all Friends that are widdowers & widdows be advised not to 
concerne themselves, eather to make or receive aney tender relating to a 2d 
marrage till at least 12 Months be expired from the time of the death of wife or 
husband, that thereby, they may manifest their moderation & gouvernment of 
their spirits.

Unto you is the sallutation of our deare love in the sweete felowshipp of the 
Gospell of peace, desiring that grace, mercy & peace may be encreaced in & 
amongs you & in all the Churches of Christ. Hav[i]ng a weighty concerne upon 
us for the honnour of god, & that a holy disoplyne in the pure wisdom & love 
of god may be kept up & practiced in all the Churches: wee thought good to 
recomend unto your care the following Minnuits to be put in practice. 

Firstly To see that Friends be diligent in coming to their Weeke days 
Meetings, & to stur up those that are backward. 

2dly That Friends be carefull to keepe to their Monthly Meetings to attend 
the affairs & servise of Truth. 

3dly To counsell & admonish Friends to keepe oute of superfluaties in meate 
drink & apparell at all times, more espetialy at marraiges & burialls. 

4thly That Friends every where be carefull to behave themselves orderly in 
their words, carrages & deportments upon all occations, as to answer the 
witness of god in those whome they may have convers with. 

5thly That Friends lanch not oute into trading & business beyond what they 
are able to manage [p. 107] nor break their promises in paying their just debts 
or contracts, & that none practice aney clandestine way of trading which is to 
the great dishonour of Truth & a scandall to religion, which the Testimony of 
truth is gone forth against. 

6thly That Friends keepe oute of the abuse of smooking & chewing of tobaco 
espetialy in markets & publick places, & that such render a reason why they take 
it, & to observe time & place. 
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7thly Where be aney Friends that be Masters of aney trade that doe want 
apprentices or children of Friends want to be put forth, that they first doe 
acquaint the Preparative, Monthly & Quarterly Meeting therewith before they 
take those that are not Friends, or put their children furth to such. 

8thly That care be taken that all Friends be carefull not to give way to sleepe 
or drowsynes in publick Meetings for Worship or business, but to wach against 
it, for its a dishonour to such as profess the Truth. 

9thly That all Friends be carefull to keepe up their Auntient Christian 
Testimoney against the payment of Tyths, Steeple house Raites or aney other 
ceremonyes belonging thereunto [p. 108] or suffering aney to pay on ther 
behalf. 

10thly That Friends be carefull to keepe oute of tatling, tale bearing, back- 
biting, whisbering, or medling themselves with other mens maters, where they 
are not concerned, which things may lead to the sowing of discord & rasing of 
strife amongst breethren. 

11thly Where aney difrance happens amongst Friends that they be advised

These notes provide background information about people mentioned in 
the text; in general they do not repeat information given in the minutes. 

For the abbreviations consult the Bibliography and Key to Abbrevia- 
tions (pp. xlvii—xlix). 

From the mid-nineteenth-century Digests of the registers, and from 
other sources, an attempt has been made to give the years of birth and 
death, parentage, occupation, place of abode (as given at successive 
periods), marriages and children. The information from the Digests, 
although generally to be relied on, has been found defective in particular 
cases. There are duplicate and variant entries, orthography varies, and 
the treatment of Old and New Style leads to confusion in dating. Digest 
information here, although thought to be correct, should not be 
accepted uncritically without recourse to the original registers now in 
the Public Record Office [see List and Index Society, vol. 42. List of 
Non-Parochial Registers main series & Society of Friends series (1969), 
particularly pp. 268—75. This volume is an amended and supplemented 
reprint of the Lists published in 1859 by H.M. Stationery Office, and 
gives the current R.G.6, Public Record Office call numbers]. 

Other notes come from manuscripts in the Carlton Hill archives and 
in other collections. They may deal with various Meeting affairs not 
covered in the minutes, subscriptions to collections, or trading and 
personal activities. It will normally be clear whether statements without 
express reference come from any of these sources or from printed sources 


listed in the Bibliography.

1721,  m. out, 
1747). John Birkett took William Birkby, 
junior, on trial for apprentice, 1713; got 
into debt in 1719 and had to sell up his 
goods; in poor health from 1720; worked 
for wages as a clothier; the family very 
poor; in 1728 he and his wife were blamed 
for keeping bad accounts and running into 
debt; advised to get a smaller house, and 
apprentice some of their children; received 
money from the Peart legacy, and 
allowance from the M.M. poor fund (E2). 


BLAND, Elizabeth, received money from 
Robert Peart’s legacy, 1714-22, but it 
was reported in Dec 1722 that she had 
returned the money last sent, saying that 
she had not now the necessity for it as 
when it was sent (E2).

BOND, James (d. 1722), of Bradford; 
m. (1) Sarah Booth (d. 1668) at Bradford, 
end of April 1665, dau. Elizabeth b. 1668; 
m. (2) Ann Pool (d. 1718), at the house 
of Jno. Jowett, beginning of August 
1670; ch.: Robert (b. 1670), Rachel 
(b. 1672), John (b. 1674), Mary (1677— 
1760, m. Thos. Benson, 1707), Joseph 
(b. 1679), Richard (b. 1684). James Bond 
of Bolton refused to be sworn as a 
constable in 1691, and fined (information 
from Pearson Thistlethwaite); sufferer,

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some; sufferer, 1683 and received relief 
(Besse II, 154; L21, 11); his wife Elizabeth 
(d. 1704 of Gildersome) prisoner at York, 
1685 and received relief (L21, 13). 


BORROW (Borrough), William, received 
payment for boards and nails, and for 
work done by himself, his man and a lad, 
in the repair of the Meeting House, 1691 
(L257 21); spossibly, net a. Friend; a 
William Burrow of Essington d. 1713. 


BOWES, Widow, of Farnley, possibly the 
widow of Richard Bowes (or Bowles) of 
Great Woodhouse, who left money for 
the poor of the meeting in 1687 (L21, 16). 


BRETHERICK, Thomas (d. 17/02), 
clothier, of Dublin; of Bramley, Leeds 
(b. 1642); went to Ireland, 1655; 


m. Sarah Lund of Wigginton, Yorks., 5 
June 1679; perhaps related to the Jo: 
Brethericke who was paid for work on 
the repair of the Meeting House, 1691 
(L21, 21). Thomas Bretherick, son of 
Thomas m. Mary Grumbly, of Dublin, in 
Dublin, 1713. 


BROGDEN, Timothy (d. by 17372), of 
eedsom. (1) Esther Dyson (d. 1717) at 
Halifax, 16 May 1707; ch.: Daniel (b. & 
d. 1711), Esther (b. 1713), Richard 
(b. 1716; flaxdresser, m. Susanna Ledger 
widow (d. 1785 widow of late Richard), 
28 Jan 1743). Timothy Brogden, sufferer 
(for tithe), 1709 (L14, 187); purchased 
(1712) a close in Blackman Lane called 
High Roads, for which his son Richard 
compounded a fine in 1737 (‘Observa- 
tions from the Mannour Book of 
Eeeds: 1684-1741" Ti.S.,: ix, 286, 295), 
m. (2) Sarah Dyson (d. 1742), his 
first wife’s brother’s widow, in 1721, 
contrary to the advice of Friends (E2); 
se dimothy  (b. 1724); in 1723 «he 
complained to the Quarterly Meeting 
about the condemnation of his recent 
marriage by the Preparative and Monthly 
Meetings, and a committee later reported

Benjamin, twins, b. 1692; (Benjamin d.

John Cowell 
kept the register book for Leeds meeting 
from 1670 (the volume now in P.R.O. 
RG6/1276), and was appointed to make 
copies of the deeds of the Meeting House 
and burial ground in 1713 (E2); sufferer, 
1683 (Besse H, 154), and again between 
1698 and 1709 (for tithe) (L14); prisoner, 
with Richard Kendall, in Rothwell Gaol 
from Dec 1701 to 1704, at the instance of 
the Rev. J. Killingbeck; M.M. and Q.M. 
paid for his ‘chamber rent’ at the Gaol 
(Q1, Q2); active on meeting appoint- 
ments, 1713-24; from 1719 received 
money from legacies for the poor and an 
allowance from M.M.., and contributions 
towards his keep were made by his sons- 
in-law Joshua Ambler and William 
Bownas (E2). 


COWELL, John (1681-1730), clothier, of 
Quarry Hill; s. of William Cowell (1644— 
1719); m. Rebecca (1677-1756) dau. of 
James Turner, of Staningholme, at Hutton 
Cranswick, 2 Sept 1708; ch.: William 
(1709-71, cloth merchant), Elizabeth 
(1711-1805, m. Samuel Empson 
(1710-84) of Hollingthorp, 1737 and was 
the great-great-great-grandmother of the 
late Sir Charles Clay), Rebecca 
(1714-29), John (b. 1718). John Cowell 
was active in Leeds meeting and was 
frequently representative to M.M.; 
subscribed towards the enlargement of the 
Meeting House, 1723 (E2); sufferer (for 
tithe), 1709, 1711 (L14, 187, 210). 
Rebecca (Turner) Cowell travelled widely 
in the ministry, visiting almost every 
meeting in England and Wales, took part 
in pastoral visits to families and was active

(1681-1730) q.v., Hannah (b. 1682), 
Martha (1686-1765, m. Samuel Clarkson 
(d. 1753) of Wakefield, aft. of Pontefract, 
in 1716), William (b.

Parish whose children are recorded in 
Leeds Parish registers: Elizabeth, b. 1717 
(Th.S., xiii, 249), John, b. 1719 (Th.S., 
xn, 261), Walliam, b>. 1722 (T:S., xx, 
7), joseph; &. 1724 (Th.S., xx, 19), 
Richard, b. 1726 (Th.S., xx, 27); children 
of William Cowell were buried at St 
John’s, 1718 (TES: xu, 392), 1722 
(WheS.s x, 116), 1724 (ThS., xx, 119). 
There is an entry for the burial at St 
John’s of Elizabeth w. of Will. Cowell, 
30 Dec 1734 (TH.S., xxiii, 84). William 
Cowell apparently returned to Friends 
and in 1733 was on acommittee to settle a 
dispute; but in 1737 the meeting was 
informed that he had been married ‘by a 
priest’, and he was disowned 16 Dec 
1737. Leeds Chapelries registers record 
the marriage at Bramley, 25 Aug 1737 of 
William Cowell and Sarah Oddy (TH.S.,

1725, of Lenthorp in 
Thornton, widow) at Bradford, 2 Oct 
1700; ch.: Alice (m. Richard Lindsey of 
Gildersome, 1734), Ezra (b. 1701). (See 
also Hodgson, 111, 125.) 


CROOKE, Martha (d. 1705), wife of 
Thomas Crooke, of Pontefract; ch.: 
Thomas (1699-1705), William (1702— 
03), William (b. & d. 1703), Thomas

CROOKE, Mary (d. 1744?), dau. of 
Thomas Crooke, of Hay Park; m. (1702)

father of Martha Jackson who m. William 
Whitelock in 1732; a debt due to Samuel 
Crowther Samuel Jackson is 
mentioned in the accounts printed by

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Snell, ‘Martha Jackson’s 
minority.

4 AAO OOk, 
6— 14. 


CUMMIN, John, carpenter, of Meadow 
Lane; conveyed the Camp Lane site (on 
which the Meeting House was built) to 
Richard Stirke of Woodhouse, 16 Oct 
1672 (copy of indenture V28/11); in 1720 
Robert Harrison was asked to speak to 
Cummin, when he went to Wakefield, 
about making the way broader to the 
coalyard (E2, 58). ‘Some data respecting 
Leeds Meeting’, Jnl. F.H.S., 22 (1925), 52 
wrongly names him as Thomas 
Cummins.

CUNDALL (Cundell, Cundill), William 
(d. by Nov 1700), clothmaker (1665), of 
Morley; sufferer 1662, 1684 (Besse II, 
109, 165); fined at Wakefield Sessions Jan 
1666 on accusation by an informer (L14, 
7); burial ground near Gildersome 
conveyed to Friends, Sept 1689 by 
William Midgley, William Cundall and 
John Sutton, clothiers, of Morley 
(Edward Parsons, History of Leeds, Il, 74); 
£5 was lent to William Cundall by 
Friends’ order (L21, 12), 1685; in Jan 
1694 Leeds Friends were authorised by 
M.M. to recommend his necessity to the 
Overseer of the Poor of Morley, and to 
relieve him out of charity (Q1, 51). Ellen 
Cundell, of Morley, wife of William, d. 
1672; William Cundall m. Sarah Watson 
(d. 1678) at Samuel Barlow’s house, 
Kirkgate, 4 June 1674; there is no record 
of a later marriage, but Widow Cundell 
(d. 1730, of Morley) was receiving relief 
towards the end of 1700. William 
Cundall’s son William apprenticed 1698; 
a Mercy Cundal of Morley, dau. of 
William m. John Sutton of Morley, 1669;

1666; ch.: Samuel (1670-89; burial also 
reeorded in EPR. ThS., x, 353), Mary 
(b. 1671). Elizabeth Daniel, wife of 
Edward, d. 28 Aug 1672; another entry 
in the registers records death of Elizabeth 
Daniel, wife of Edward, 21 Aug 1670. 
Edward Daniel had goods distrained, 
1665 (L14, 64); indicted for attending 
meetings, 1683 (Besse II, 154-5); in 1695 
he was in prison, and Leeds Friends were 
assisted by the M.M. in paying the 
charges for his release (Q1, 64, 66, 67). 


DENTON, John, clothmaker, of Farnley, 
m. Mary Craven (d. 1735 of Bradford), 
widow, of Horton, at Bradford, 23 June 
1703; of Little Horton, Bradford, sufferer 
(for tithe), 1703-10 (L14). 


DENTON, John, of Armley. Perhaps the 
John Denton, Quaker, whose children are 
entered in Armley Chapel register: John 
(b. 6 Sept 1698), William (b. 4 Oct 1700) 
and Deborah (b. 6 Nov 1702) (TH.S., xiii, 
379). Deborah Denton, dau. of John 
[elder] and Sarah, of Wortley, m. John 
Jackson at Leeds, 1723. John Denton 
junior of Armley m. Sarah dau. of Joseph 
Spence of the township of Menwith with 
Darley, in 1723; their dau. Hannah 
(b. 1725, at Armley Hall) m. out in 1743; 
John Denton junio: and his brother 
William were disowned by Brighouse 
M.M. in 1737 for drinking and swearing 
and going to races on Chapeltown Moor 
(E2; Q4, 152, 153, 154). 


DICKENSON (Dickinson), John. Perhaps 
the John Dickinson of Gildersome who 
purchased lands there and erected the Old 
Hall; in 1663 concerned with his brother 
William in the Farnley Wood Plot; said 
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to have turned Quaker at the close of life, 
but bur. St Mary’s Chapel, Morley, 22 
Aug 1704; bapt. Batley 9 Dec 1627, and 
m. before 1661; by his wife Hannah he 
had 5 sons and 2 daus — John (d.

(1695-1757), Hannah (b. 1698," im. 
Joseph Colbeck about 1721), Elizabeth (b.

DICKENSON (Dickinson), William (d. 
1750), woollen jersey comber, of Morley; 
s. of John (d. 1704); m. Rebecca Watson 
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(d. 1716) of Shotton meeting, co. 
Durham, 12 Oct 1709; ch.: William 
(1713-37, d. London), Mary (b. 1710, 
perhaps the Mary Dickinson aged 27 bapt. 
Wakefield 25 Sept 1738 and m. to Francis 
Moor the same day), Rebecca (b. & d. 
1716)." (Foster, 53-3); “Wilham 
Dickenson and his brothers Joseph and 
Samuel gave the ground and £30 for 
Gildersome M.H., 1709; Gildersome

troubles Friends in divers places’. When 
he died in Aug 1715 Gainsborough M.M.
